The divisions were made up of squads 
of Live men and platoons of three squads plus a master sergeant, and en offLeer 
as leader, Each platcon was armed with tw Soviet rifles, one PPSH, two Japanese 
409 rifles, two old-style Mel's, and a few hand crenades.
